Burke of New York has failed to set an 
examination paper for fire chief candidates 
in Edmonton is no good reason for post- 

; the choice of a fire department 

ead any longer. 

It is good news that the examination 
“will be held June 5. 

There are other fire experts on the 
continent. And probably a telegram to any 
large Canadian or American city would 
secure the text of a perfectly suitable 
examination within a few days. 

A total of 75 candidates for the post, 
80 local and 45 from outside, are waiting 
for some decision in this matter which has 
been hanging fire since last November 
when council agreed to the early appoint- 
ment of a new chief not more than 45 
years of age. 

The present situation of the Edmonton 
fire department is not satisfactory, 

The rank and file in the department 
cannot be expected to give maximum ser- 
vice when leadership is in doubt.

For there is no actual head at the 


moment, 

Chief James Macgregor is inactive on 
sick leave and is due to retire at the end 
of 1950. The council has refused to name 
the deputy chief as acting head for reasons 


of age. 

hese circumstances do not give Ed- 
monton citizens the fire protection to 
which they are entitled. 

And if a major fire should break out 
now, there would be reasons to anticipate 
disastrous results similar to those of the 
Northern Hardware firm which precipitat- 
ed that castigation of the department 
leadership found in the O’Connor report. 

Chief Macgregor should be retired and 
pensioned at once, 

A new chief should be chosen at once, 
with Mr, Burke's aid or without it. 

And pending that appointment, the 
deputy chief should be made acting and 
responsible head of the department. 


Will The Dean’s Friends Prove It? 


When the Red Dean of Canterbury 
travels throughout Canada telling the 
Canadian people how mistaken they are in 
their beliefs about Russia, he cannot know 
how pitifully anxious they are to believe 
him. 

Dr. Hewlett Johnson has devoted most 
of his Canadian addresses to an attempt to 
establish these alleged facts; 

1. That the Russian people have 
plete freedom of worship. 

2. That they are not immoral. 

3. That they have no slave labor camps. 

4, That they are not expanding because 
their boundaries are smaller than they 
were 14 years ago. 

To some extent the Red Dean appears 
to be answering charges that have never 
been made. * 

For example, we have no recollection of 
hearing the Russians charged with notable 
immorality nor do most Canadians believe 
they are exceptionally immoral. 

Anda, of course, Dr. Johnson is merely 
playing with words when he talks about 
restricted Russian boundaries when it is 
a matter of common knowledge that Russia 
dominates most of the huge area of the 
Balkans.

But, so far as Russia's benign purposes 
are concerned, her alleged tolerance in 
religfon, her non-existent labor ca “ig and 
her good will towards the world, any 
Canadian would be happier to believe 
these things than the Red Dean is to prate 
about them. 

If it could be proved that we had been 
mistaken about Russia, a great load would 
be lifted from the spirits of the world. 

But are Dr. Johnson's Russian friends 
willing to prove what he says? 

Are they willing to open their country 
to British and Canadian and American 
tourists and visitors and allow those visi- 
tors to judge for themselves? 

If they are as high and pacific-minded 
as Dr. Johnson maintains, one would think 
they would jump at the chance to end the 
cold war by ending all these misapprehen- 
sions. 

But the closed and heavily guarded 
frontier tells a different tale. 

Self-isolation has always meant un- 
friendliness and a dark intent. It has al- 
ways bred suspicion. 

Can we be blamed if we take the Red 
Dean's glowing descriptions with a handful 
of salt?

But the city, believing this figure 
low, was prepared to make its own 
count of flood-damaged homes. 

The average damage figure of 
$2,000 included only structural dam- 
age to houses. It did not take into 
consideration loss of outbuildings 
such as garages or loss of furnish- 
ings and personal property. 

The committee said that al- 
though some damage to foundo- 
tions may occur in houses stand- 
ing in one or two feet of water 
and extensive damage may be 
done to basement rooms, gener- 
ally, severe damage to the struc- 
ture commences when the flood 
level passes the first floor.
